ders the lLiklihood of gold shipments still
more remote, tended to 1mprove Lhe feel-
fog. The moss important factors are the
continned absorption of stocks for London
nocount and the buying for home investors
who have put 1n Aan &Appearance
on the eotreet for the ftirst time
in ayear or more.

Previsions Were ﬁlghu fromn the Opening,

CHICAGO, May 6.—There was a boom in
wheat to-aay, the market bordering aimost

on excitement. A fair speculative busi-
ness was transacted, and the feeling devel-
oped was stronger and prices showed a
further aavance, theclosing being ¢ high-
er. Io corn the market was active most of
the session, price changes covering a 4@
%so range, closing with a slight gaiu. Oats
advanced %@%c and closed stronyg at the
outside prices, Pork closed 57%c higher,
and lard and ribs .l0c above yesterday's
last figares, with a moderate trade only.
The wheat market opened with buyera by
the hundred and sellers soarce, with prices,

at the moment of opening, anywhers from
0% 0 to T6%0 for July, compared with 540

at the close of Friday's eession. Reports
concerning the condition of the crops here
and abroad and tbe advanced prices in L.n-
gland quoted 1n the early cablegrams were
the main causes of the agitated advance,
There was o good shioping business, and
this was made a feature of the day, shorts
covered freely, especially duaring tho Iast
half of the session, and 1t looked asthoungh
there were some motive power under the
market besides the intinences mentioned.
The receipis at primary markets were
slizghtly amaller than the preceding week
and the exports larger, and it is fair to ex-
pect that the visible supply will show a
decrease, Receipts at Duluth were 25
cars, and at Minreapolis 151 cars, a total of
l174care, againat 125 cars yesterday and 2°2
cars for the corresponding day a year ago.
Loecal receipts were 2i2 c¢ars, of which 134
cars were of contract grade.

in eorn the conditions were littie
changed, but thers was a change of front
among the leading houses. The bullish-
ness of the wheat market, the cold weather
over the corn bels, the discouraging re-
ports from planting the firm and higher
cables, the light receipts and the strength
in other markets contributed to a strong
opening. Receipts were small at 180 oars,
and the weather a littie more improved
over the West, but it is atill wet and cold
in many placzes. The market entirely re-
covered from the early selling Lefore the
olose, and the last prioes were better than
on Friday, at 44%¢ for May, 45%c seller for
July and 460 for September.

I'here was a good trade in oats, but the
volume was pot so large as forseveral days
gnn. An unsettled fesling prevailed. Good

uying on the wesk spots and the late
advance i1n wheat and corn created
strength, and prices advanced % @%c, and
the close waa strong at the outside tignres
for all months beyond May, the latter
showing o unt loss for the dav of 'so,

The volume of tradiog in pork was very
light. The opening sales axhibited an ad-
vance of 12%¢, but on some selling by the
local crowd the market declined, and then
reaoted on active bidding. Some ofterings
by a local operator forced the marketdown
80c, but as soon as they wers with-
drawn 1t 1mproved 12%e, sand oclosed
strong, 57Me¢ higher than yesterday. The
offerings of iard were quite limited, and as
a resuit trading was light. A firm feeling
pravailed, in sympathy with pork. the mar-
ket advanocing .10¢c, with very slight re-
actions, and olosing with that gain over
vesterday's final figures, There was o
steady teeling in ribs early, the opening
sales being around yesterday's closing
prices for September to ,02%ec better, Ofler-
ings were scarce, and with the advance in
pork this market responded to the extent
of .10¢, and closed with that advantage,
